• Make sure the stove has been 
tested and certified by one of three 
national laboratories: the Interna- 
tional Conference of Bulldhig Of< 
ttelals, Underwriters Laboratory or 
the Building Offldals Conference of 
America. 

Building inspectors should check all 
stove installations, or homeowners 
might find themselves without Insur- 
ance coverage In the event of a fire.

Fireplaces pose the least efficient 
design from a healing standpoint, 
Higdem says.

10-percent efficient at converting 
energy to home comfort. Fans and 
other heat extractors help, but Uhey_ 
rarely push the heat valuTabove 
30-percent efficiency.

Choosing a stove is nu blnipie mut- 



ter, she says, but four factors should 
be foremost in the decision; 

• How airtight Is the design? Stoves 
should not be operated with the draft 
entirely closed, but an airtight design 
allowS'the operator to precisely con- 
trol the amount of oxygen supplied to 
the wood. 

- • Thermal mass. The heavier a 
stove Is, the more likely It Is tp keep 
radiating energy .after the fire goes 

out. 

• Docs it allow complete combus- 
llon?-Gettlng the most out of fuel- 
requires drawing heat from two, sep- 
arate combustion cycles. Roughly 



half of the heat comes from the 
combustion of the solids, the pther. 
half from ignition of volatile gases. 

• Make sure .the stove has been 
tested and certified by one of three 
national laboratories: ,the Interna- 
tiona] Conference of Building Of- 
ficials, Underwriters Laboratory or 
the Building Officials Conference of 
America. " 

Building Inspectors should check all 
stove Installations, or homeowners 
might find themselves without Insur- 
ance coVferage irthe event of a fire. 
And most officials can certify only the 
Installation of stoves for which na- 



tional standards are written. 

Fireplaces pose the least efficient 
design from a heating standpoint, 
Higdem says. Most are less than_ 
10-percent efficient at converting 
energy lo home comfort. Fans and 
other heat extractors help, but they 
rarely push the heat value above 
30-percent efficiency. 

Flreplace inserts can improve heat 
retention, but they should not be 
installed without advice from an 
expert, she says. Stoves placed too 
dose to the bricks can trigger de-' 
structtvc distillation In the surround- 
ing wood, causing it eventually to 



catch fire at temperatures below the 
normal flashpoint of wood. 

For the same reason, heat shields 
jvith air spacing ahould-always be 
mounted on the wall behind wood 
stoves. 

Franklin stoves and other bolt- 
construction box designs offer 20- to 
40-perccnt efliciency,. .fireplace in- 
serts 35-50 percent, circulating stoves 
40-55 percent and airtight stoves top 
the list with 50- to 70-perccnt effi- 
ciency, she says. ' 

What size stove to buy -depends

British Northern Ireland Secretary James Prior 
branded the killing of the Rev. Rev. Robert Bradford 
a "cynical trap" to create a clvi war of terrorism and

. Bradford, a militant Protestant MP from south 
Belfast, was the first member of parliament to be 
assassinated in Ulster In 12 years of violence. The four 
assassins also killed another man who tried to stop 
them. 

Four gunmen wearing Halloween masks and paint* 
crs' overalls walked Into a south Belfast community 
center where Bradford, 40, was meeting cocstltuents.

Most people buy too big o stove and 
wind up closing It down until the fire 
smolders, which Is a sure way to build 
up creosote in the chimney, stic says. 

Wood-burning habits, more than 
anything else, determine how often a 
stove should 'be cleaned, Hlgdem 
says. Creosote buildups have been 
detected In as little as two weeks. 
Other stove owners get by for a year. 
_ Don:t_bul!d bla_zing Jlres, she 
' advises, especially In a cold stove. 
Overheating can cause steel stoves to 
warp and cast iron models to develop 
cracks. 

On the other hand, make sure that 
kindling receives ample air, and that 
the stove Is allowed to bum freely for 
10 to 15 minutes. A fairiy high stack 
temperature is required to avoid 
creosote buildup and obtoin max- 
imum burning efficiency. 

Don't close the damper to hold a fire 
overnight. Smoldering fires build up 
creosote and waste fully half of the 
wood's heat value by exhausting 
combustible gases. A better method, 
she says. Is to put on a large chunk of 
wood before going to bed and leave 
the damper slightly open. 

Wood should be seasoned, split and 
cross-stacltcd, for at least six months 
for softwoods and a year for 
hardwoods. 

Wood heat values vary roughly 
according to weight, she says. All 
wood contains about 8,ooo Btu's per 
pound. A British thermal unit is the 
anwunt of energy required to raise a 



pound of water one aegrcc Kahrcn- 

A seasoned cord of poplar weighs 
approximately 2,080 pounds, com- 
pared to lodgepole pine at 2,610 
pounds and locust at 3,840 pounds. A 
cord of dried applewood, should any- 
one be so luckyi weighs an estimated 
4,400 pounds, according to "The Idaho 
Wood Heat Handbook," published by 
the Division of Energy.

The Carter spending package for 1981 was 5611.5 
billion. Due to the inertia of the bloated federal

supposed brutal cuts, is $720 billion; more than a $100 
billion increasel After at least six months of recession, 
' "decreased" federal tax receipts and a neu' tax cut,- we ■ 
are facing a near $100 billion deficit. 
Clearly, something has to give. 
Recession will offset any theoretical supplysidc 
/ gains, so it is.lncreaslngly evident the tax cut stiould be 
¥ postponed. 

Fueling a recessionary economy with deficit spend- 
ing only compounds our problems. Financing these 
deficits has bled our investment capital, increasing 

■ capital costs to the private sector and slowing the 

• growth of the GNP. Industry cannot compete with such 
a voracious government. 

Reagan is aware of our options: Continue as in the 
past to finance.our escalating budget through deficit 
" spending, while eroding our competitiveness and 
prosperity; or, trim back the budget, fuel our industry 
and improve productivity, increasing the GNP and our 
ability to pay as we go. 

We urge Reagan to stiffen his resolve to achieve the 
latter option. Long term goals must be kept a priority in 
spite of our short-term ills. Ensuing congressional 
battles will be fierce, but by moderating the tight 
money policy and delaying the tax reduction, h e may 
win further budget cuts. 

The turn-around time for the economy may be longer 
than expected. Restraint, resolve and patiencc'are.the 
keywords of our day. Let's not opt to throw in the towel 
when the program has Just begun.

Little girl's liver transplant may beat clock 



PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Surgeons 
Saturday transplanted a liver Into a 
2*yeBrK)Id girt dying of cancer, hours 
after a heartrending plea from her 
parents and a race halfway across the 
country with the donated organ, 

The child, Lauren Toohey of Kin- 
nelon, N.J., was listed as "critical" in 
an intensive care unit at Children's 
Hospital, where she underwent the 8 
^ - hour transplant operation that 
ended shortly before 9 a.m. 

The liver donor was 4'year-old Rob- 
ert Mayberry from Kenosha, Wis., 
who reportedly died of spinal menin- 
gitis, His parents, Diane and Robert 
Mayberry, agreed to donate the organ 
In the hope that Lauren's life might be 
saved. 

"We've been very fearful that time 
had run out," said Lauren's father, 
Joseph, 35, as he and his wile, 



Beatrice, 32. began a' long vigil to 
determine whether the operation will 
bo a success, 

Doctors said that without the 
transplant, the Tooheys' only child 
' would have only 3 to 6 months to live. 

Since she was 13 months old, 
Lauren's liver was unable to properly 
metabolize amino acids and instead 
produced carcinogenic wastes, a 
disease called tyroslnemla, 

The disease affected her mental 
development and gave her rickets. In 
'August, doctors „found..that 11 had 
advanced to a canccrous stage, 

"So few people have this," her 
father said. "It's carried by a re- 
cessive gene that both parents have to 
have. But there's no trace of It In 
either of the families." 

"I don't want to see tragedy occur 
in some other family, but If something 



like this has got to happen . . ." 
Toohey said, then suddenly broke his 
thou^t, "I think that It's so tragic for 
them." 

' For the past six weeks, the little 
glris' parents, both school teachers, 
pleaded through the news media for a 
donor to save Lauren. 

The Tooheys received a call at their 
home at about 4:30 p.m. Friday that a 
donor had been found. Within hours, 
they flew. from New Jersey, to Pit- 
tsburgh by chartered Jet, donated by a 
corporation which asked to remain 
anonymous.

He said be 
expected construction on the line to be 
completed within two weeks. 

,..!.rA7eiied.lrce.warfound on lha-iine - 
from Horseshoe Bend early Saturday 
and power was restored about 3:30 
a.m., but power was cut off again 
about a halt hourlater, Brown said. 

Utility crews were working on re- 
pairing . the problem as well as 
numerous breakages in lines supply- 
ing tho McCall. and Cascade area, 
Brown said.

Death Rqw convict to seek appeal 



' BOISE lUPI) - An attorney says hB Will seek 
a now trial for Thomas Henry Qlbson, an Oregon 
motorcycle club member sentenced to death 
earlier this month for the slrangulatlon ol a 
Spokane, Wash., woman. 

MIchaol Vrablo, Cocur d'Aleno, said ho will 
ask ist Dlslrlct Judge Gary Haman sometime 
next week to hold a second trial tor Olbun, 30, 
Josephine County, Ore. Gibson was convicted by 
a jury last Juno In the killing of Ktmberly. 
Palmer, in. 

Vrabic also next week will file a mandatory 
request with the Idaho Supremo Court to review 
Qlbson's death sentence. Idaho law requires the 
high court to review all death sentences In (he 
atate, but If the motion for a new trial Is denied 
Vrabto could aak the court to review Ihe 
conviction as well. 

Gibson, a member of the Vagos motorcycle 
gang, was put on Death Row at the Idaho Slate 
Penltonllary Nov, 6, one day after Haman 
sentenced him to die by lethal Injection for Ihe 
' 'cool, deliberate" slaying in June 19fl0. 



Gibson, whahas ihainlalned he U Innocent or 
the murder. Is Idaho's only Death Row Inmate 
and only the second man to be sentenced to die 
under the stale's 1078 death-by-lnjectlon law. 

Oavid A. Oabom, Slaterville, Utah, In 1Q79 was 
sehtencod to die In the ahooting and beating 
death of a Pocalollo woman, but ,the slate 
Supreme Court overturned the unlence on the 
grounds the trial Judge foiled to adequately 
document his reasons for Imposing the death 
sentence.

Some Twin Falls merchants handUng their own credit arrangements

II started getting; tougher last 
January, when Transamcrlca Finan- 
cial Scr\'Ices slopped purcliasing 
'sales contracts from .rurnllurc stores 
and other merchants. 
Much of the- time when people 
;^ finance television or lire purchases, 
-the merchant sells that sales contract 
Uo a finance company. This year, 
;:though, the third-party commercial 
paper market Qlmost has dlsap- 
'peared. 

- Since the Ijrsl of the year, several 
STwIn'jFalla'-fJnanca' company offices 
"haveclosed. ' ■ 

Cllicorp's Person-to-Person office 
.closed late last month, though that 
!company had left the comnierciaT 
paper market years ago, Security 
Pacific Finance Is scheduled to close 
pin a few weeks. The Capital and 
I^BcnefJclal finance companies 
"'merged, and last Mflreh.„they .clPfiPri 
;0nc of the resulting company's two 
iTwIn Falls offices. And a merger 
|6t;tween Dial and General finance 
|;;companles led that company to close 
;6ne of its Twin Falls offices last week. 

Of the finance companies thai re- 
-matn, most have followed 
n'ransamerlca's lead In discontinuing 
:purchascs of commercial paper. The 
■interest they pay for their money, 
pcombined with the legal llmlls'an the. 
interest they can charge on such 
;;thlrd-party contracts, made this 
segment of the business unprofitable. 
; ' About six months ago, some busi- 
nesses found themselves cut off from 
access to such financing. Other busi- 




nesses found the requirements had 
tightened. First, their cuslomcrs had 
to make higher downpaymcnts to 
qualify for financing. And recently, 
contract minlmums were Imposed; no 



contract for less than $500 could be 
sold to a finance company. 

The tight credit conditions arc cos- 
ting merchants sales, though many 
say only a small number have been 



lost so far. Some businesses arc 
flnancint; Iheir own sales, adding to 
the cost of doing business In order to 
prevent sales from being lost. Others, 
which can neither afford to lose sales

or act as a banker for their customers, 
arc looking for new alternatives. 

Banner Furniture always 
advertises that financing is available, 
says Robcrl Gillespie, the company 



president. What the finance compa- 
nies-no longer buy, the company is 
financing Itself. 

"It we couldn't do our own financ-— 
Ing, we would definitely lose sales," 
ho said. However, with current inter- 
est rates, the company does not make 
a profit on its financing, so it has 
become a business expense. 

"This Is the first time In 25 years of 
business we have over seen -this • 
happen." Gillespie saldfui'It's finally 
hit home." — ' - 

Les Hazcn, the general manager at 
Cain's Furniture and Appliances, said 
the company is probably losing a tew 
sales because of tight credit condi- , 
tions. He downplayed the impact, 
though. "It can't be affecting us to 
any great deal, or we wouldn't have 
the growth we do." he said. 

At the Blue Lakes Showkase, owner 
Jack Yasaltas took the offensive 
against tight credit by offering 12 
months with no Interest on ^me 
purchases. 

"We've never said free lnterest. 
There's nothing' free," he said. !n- 
"'Stead of oiferlng a big discount, 
though, he is trimming his profit 
margin and charging enough to pay 
the interest for a year for the custom' 
er. "We're trying to keep the total 
picture down as low as possible," 
Yasaitas said. 

The $500 minimum for finance- 
company loans has begun to hurt a 
little, Yasaltas said. Pius, he has 
lieard talk of the minimum going to 
$750. "If that happens, school's out," 
he said. 

Yasaltas Is exploring arrangements 
for a customer to lease or rent an 
appliance and apply th(»e payments 
toward Its purchase. This Increases 
the total price, but some people In the 
industry say it will soon become the

_Certif icq1^s net limited amount 
of funds for real estate loans

TWIN FALLS - The All-Savers certificale will 
generate only limited money locally for home loans, 
according to a survey by the Twin Falls Board of 
Realtors. 

The accounts, which exempt Sl.OOO In Interest from 
federal income tax ($2,000 tor a husband and wife 
filing joint returns), apparently did not attract many 
new funds. About 90 percent of the funds were already 
on deposit in the financial institutions, llic survey 
showed. 

The federal law that allowed banks and savings and 
loans to offer the certificates required that a share of ~ 
the money be used for loans for agriculture and 
housing. However, Jotm Altman, president of the 
Twin Falls Board of Realtors, never expected much 
. .help from the new certificates. 

It was a good deal for savers who Invested during 
the first weeks tlie certificates were offered, he said, 
because they will earn more than 12-percent, tax-free 
interest for a year. It was a good deal for financial 
institutions because that rate Is lower than what they 
paid for many other deposits. But Itiat rate Is not low 
enough to help the real-estate Industry, he said. 

So, if at first you don't succeed, then wtiat? 

Real-estate salespeople are beginning a third year 
of business withoutjficir.lraditlonal. partners, ttic 
banks and savings and loons that Supply so-called, 
. conventional mortgages. 

The rates on those mort gaget) have been too higti for 
all but a handful of buyers. Real-estate sales have 
proceeded with iowcr-inlerest mortgage funds pro- 
vided by Rovernmcnl programs, private mortgage 
bankers and "creative financing." 

In many cases, creative financing means owner 
■ financing. The seller allows tlie buyer lo defer full 



payment. In effect acting as a bank and accepting 
principal and interest payments on the delayed 
pfiymentrin iiie-hope that-interesl-rates for conven- 
tional loans will fali. and the loan can be refinanced. 

Last week. First Federal Savings and Uan an- 
nounced a program aimed at putting Itself back in the 
mortgage business. When a home carrying a First 
Federal mortgage is sold, the savings and loan is 
offering lo give the buyer a new mortgage with a rale 
bctwech I'J percent and 13.75 percent - as opposed to 
Its current 17-percent mortgage rStc. 

First Federal is' the largest conventional lender in 
Twin Falls. Advertisements announcing the program 
said that ttic institution has itiorc local mortgages 
outstanding than all Itscompctltors combined. . 

The program is designed to help spur real-estate 
sales and help remove older, low-intcrcsl mortgages 
from First Federal's t)ooks, according lo First 
Federal President Jim Dodds. 

So far, thoug)], rcal-eslalc agents are not beating 
down the doors to take advantage of the offer. Dodds 
said. "Wc keep trying; We think that this will help put 
a lot of deals together that otherwise wouldn't go 
through." 

Rates of I'J percent and more arc higti but no longer 
prohibitive. Dodds believes. A rate of about 12 
percent, which a year ago was considered the hlglicst 
rate a homebuyer could afford, "would now be 
considered^goodrate,"hcsajd^ ^ 

And cycn thougli The national prime interest rale 
has fallen below 17 percent, rates will have to fall 
much farther before mortgage rales drop lo 12 
percent, he said. Much of the money In banks and 
savings and loans has been Invested in certificates 
paying 15 and 16 percent, and in All-Savers certifi- 
cates paying hiore than 12 percent. 

"We have to weed a lot of that out of our savings 
portfolio," Dodds siad.

PUC head defends efforts 
to control farm power costs

electricity for farms to soar, says 
Perry Swisher, the president of the 
PUC. 

Speaking Thursday at the annual 
banquet of Ihe Twin Falls County 
Farm Bureau, Swisher said farmers 
might bo facing a so-pcrconl rate 
hike, rather than a temporary 18- 
percent reduction, if the PUC is 
forced by the Legislature lo base 
power costs solely on current service 
costs. 

'IRcgulatlon is a cuss word, and It 
ought to be. We've had loo much of 
it," he said. "But there's a place for 
regulation, and the place is where you 




have no substitute.' 

The construction of five nuclear 
power plants by public utilities in 
Washington - with cost overruns in 
the billions and no power In sight — 
illustrates the potential for loo little 
accountability, Swisher asserted. . 

"That was not a result of private 
utilities robbing, or public utility 
commissions bungling, ox^Jane Fonda 
picketing." hesaid.""lt Was plahiiing'

R-Twin Falls, who re- 
quested tiie probe, has accused the 
commission of "social engineering" 
In determining rates. 

Swisher pleaded guilty to the 
charge Thursday night, but he said 
the commission historically has set 
lower rates for agriculture, both when 
compared lo other customer classes 
and to tlie cost of service. 

"The question of who pays for 
additional cost (of new power) to the 
grid Is crucial," he said, 'if that 
decision Is politicized, whether In the 
polillcal or judicial arena, and If it is 
pinned to the cost of service, 
agriculture Is going to hurt." 

The 18-pcrcent reduction In 
electrical rates for small farms, 
which Swisher announced during the 
banquet, results from a power- 
exchange contract the Idaho Pow^ 
Co. signed Friday with the Bonneville 
Power Administration, under the 
terms of the Northwest Power Bill. ■

Small town in Illinois 
says it likes refinery

. Children in Robinson, III., got out of 
school early Friday. 

Bands played. Residents of 
Robinson and surrounding towns 
gathered In the town's square. 

It was all part of a rally in support 
of an oil company. 

An oil company? . 

"11 sounds kind of corny, but there's 
a real love around here for that oil 
company," said Richard Morris, the 
mayor of Robinson, which Is 200 miles 
south of Chicago and has a population 
of 7.800. 

The object of the lown'satfectlons is 
Marathon Oil Co., -the nation's 17th 
largest oil firm, with sales last vear of 
$8.2 billion. Now fighting a $S,l billion 
takeover offer from giant Mobil 
Corp., Marathon runs a refinery in 
Robinson that employes 1,200 persons 
from the town and surrounding 
Crawford County. 
Morris, who says the refinery 

-employs 850-poople -from- Robinson- 
and Indirectly provides jobs for 
another I.OOO. is afraid Mobil would 

-shut the facility, rippling the area's 
economy. 



'It wc lose 2,000 jobs out of -l.SOO in 
the town, you're looking at 40 percent 
unemployment, and that spells' dis- 
aster," he sald.Thc rijflncry's payroll 
Is $1.7 million a month, Morris said. 

In addition to the bands and crowds, 
the rally featured mayors from sur- 
rounding towns, speeches, proclama- 
tions and even a visit from an execu- 
tive from Marathon's headquarters In 
FIndlay. O]iio, itself a smalltown. 

Marathon has^cen attempting to 
capitalize on its^mall-town image In 
Its battle against the Mobil offer, 
. Residents of FIndlay held a similar 
rally Wednesday, and Harold 
•.Hoopman. Marathon's chairman, said 



it^o, statement condemning Mobil, 
"Wtask for the support of everybody, 
noTjast here In town bul'in the entire 
coilnlry lo slop this kind of reckless 
takeover." 

\ Despite the gouii intentions of the 
peonlc of Robinson, there is no in- 
dication thai Mobil would want to 
close the Maralhon refinery there, 
particularly in liiitit of an ongoing S110 
million modernuation of Ihe plant,

Chrysler 
reports gain 
in car sales 



DETROIT (UPIl - General 
- Motors Corp, and Ford Motor 
Co. both reported declines in 
car sales for the first I0"days of 
November and Chrysler Corp. 
recorded a modest Increase, 
figures showed Friday. 

The reports follow the worst 
model-year startup in nearly 
two decades when the-lndustry 
experienced- an October sales 
slumpof26 percent. 

Ford said sales during the 
Nov. 1-10 period slumped 21.3 
percent from the similar period 
in 1980 while GM reported a 13,6 
percent decline. 

Chrysler, meanwhile, re- 
ported a sales Increase of 3 
percent and said its share of the 
domestic market for the period 
reached 10.8 percent, up nearly 
2 percent from last year. 

Ford said 30,280 units were 
sold during the period com- 
pared with 38,«I In early 
November last year while G^I_ 
reported sales of 90,811 cars, 
down from 105,123 a year eatll-

He had to flip-flop on sugar supportslhls yenr 
after the While House agreed to support tliem in 
exchange for votes for President Reagan's 
economic package.

WASHINGTON - The Agriculture 
Department has allocated contingen- 
cy funds to ftght a tenacious, deep- 
rooted weed called leafy spurge. 

It threatens to. reduce rangcland 
available for grazing cattle in the 
West. 

The"short-term emergelicy"pro]ect' 
will focus on ways lo make henlcidcs 
against the weed more specific and 
less costly for ranchers. For the 
long-term, agricultural sdentfsts an 
studying Insects to control Ihe weed 
•blologfcally.

•Continued Dtom PigB All 
electric dams throughout the retfon. 
Swisher said the benoflls should re- 
main through 1985, when average 
costs from the BPA system may 
exceed those of the Idaho Power 
system. 

Both suppliers, he said, have 
exhausted cheap hydro resources, 
and they face the prospect of new 
power that Is hundreds of times more 
expensive. 

"If you were a dairy farmer, and a. 
cow gave milk for 2 cents from one tit 
and $16 from the other, it would blow 
your mind." he said. "You wouldn't 
put both in the same bucket. 

"The law says power is in one 
bucket," he continued, "and the law 
- eoys wc can't -differentiate betwecn 
the first person and the next one who 
comes along." 

After watching the dilemma unfold 
during the past several years; 
Swisher said, he has come to the 
_concIuslQn-that_l."power,ls_whcre.you 
find it," and that large thermal 
generating plants should l>e built only 
as a last resort. 

Oil and gas prices have driven coal 
to six times its cost 12 years ago, tie 
said. 

Interest rates 9lone drive Ihc costs 
for large plants to extremes, Swisher 
said, noting that a utility recently 
borrowed $100 million at 18 3/4 per- 
■cent. After the bonding costs and 
under a 30-year repayment schedule, 
the utility will pay $600 million for the 
loan. 

"Energy is whore It is. That's the 
way it has to be." he said. "If a potato 
processor is cooking spuds and letting 
that steam dissipate Into the air, 
that's energy thrown away. If the 
paper from this room Is gathered up 
and tiuricd in a landfill, that's energy 
thrown away. 

"We've all gone off and bought our 
energy at the central store because it 
was cheap. Wc have a beautilul tiydro 
system, But wc didn't put that system 
together; God did," ho said. "And the 



If left unchecked, the lowly weed 
hurls livestock producers' Incomes 
and could moke beef more expensive 
to consumers. Ranchers and state 
officials have complained loudly 
about the weed.

•Continued tmm Page All 
only way to spread payments over 
time, he said. 

Dial Finance is one of the few 
finance companies still purchasing 
commercial paper In Twin Fails. Pat 
Claytor, the office manger In Twin 
Falls, said the tight conditions will 
remain despite recent drops in inter- 
est rates, "I would Imagine we're 
probably going to run under the same 
philosophy, for at_leasl another six . 
months," lie said. 

This is bad news for Lorry Evorton, 
the vice president of the Everton 
Mattress Factory. He lias been unable 
to finance sales locally since last 
spring.

Change in attitude about older workers

of reduced work capabilities ol older 
workers, senior corporate officers 
view older workers as more valuable 
than their younger colleagues. 

This is a signlllcant change from 
the 1960s, when many companies 
viewed workers, other than senior 
^executives, as having "peaked" by 
age 50. 

You will understand, I am sure, why 
I loolt™ii"'if51fe"pilcts)i?W-thtr'*sInBlB- 
dominant theme" that eltierges from 
William M. Mercer's study, "Im- 
plications of an Aging Work Force." 
.This one finding by the leading 
employee benefit and compensation 
consulting firm suggests a new toler- 
ance, appreciation and constderallon 
1 fail to sec In the real Job world. But If - 
true — wow. what b change In allllude 
this reveals and what implications it 
docs Indeed have. 

• Most employers do. not believe 
that age discrimination exists in their 
own companies, but more than hall 
tKllevc that older workers are dis- 
criminated against In the 
marketplace. 

This Is more like the "real world" of 
attltudes,-a-Bort^of-"overybody-is- 
wrong but me." The employers 
themselves unwittingly agree by 
forecasting a "significant Increase in 
.,agii-dl.icrlmlnatlon.sults."-And-they. 



also think that as the proportion ol 
older workers Increases, legislation 
and regulation to protect their Inter- 
ests will Increase. 

• More than two-thirds of the re- 
spondents to Mercer's survey say 
they do not have a (omial pre- 
retirement education program — and 
those that do are generally restricted 
to counseling on Social Security 
benefits, leisure time, health, etc. 
Yet, the same proportion — two-thirds 
— of thos e co mpanies with no formal^ 
'"pre-'hjUnimenl education' program 
believe that one Is needed. 

In answering this part of the survey, 
the executive did tell the truth. They 
realize the programs are eflecllve in 
casing the transition to retirement (or 
to another career), and in making 
sure that their employees make in- 
telligent choices.

Etiquetteof divorce no easy matter for friends of the couple

Everyone knows someone who Is getting, has gotten''or 
Is considering a divorce. In these cases, It Is not only the 
divorcing couple but all their friends who must cope, end 
Uneedbe. Buffer. 

One man advises all friendsof divorcing parties: 
"Stand back and hold the coats." But many people find 
that impossible, especially as those divorcing turn to their 
friends more than ever, l^ierelore, a divorce demands 
'careful attention to etiquette. If not, even the most 
Innocent friends of the divorcing parties may find 
themselves Involuntarily drawn Into the warfare, where 
the crossfire can be withering. , > 

A few simple do's and don't's will suffice: 
First, don't Jump the gun. If Uie wife announces she's 
leaving, don't volunteer yourobservatlons about what e 
rotten slimy monster the husband was, and then llsl all his 
transgressions against the wife'. Don't say things like, 
'You're better off without him,' or'I'm glad you finally 



■ came to your senses.' These phrases can cost a frlendshlp- 
• If the separated couple gels back together, which tends to 
happen quite a bit, 

uon't push. If a married friend asks for the name of a 
divorce attorney, line. Suggest the best, But don't pester 
them about whether they've called the attorney. And don't 
say things like, "When are you going to get this over 
with? " Some people take longer to ball out. _ 

Do phone one or each aggrieved party, ollerlng a 
sympathetic ear, a free drink orother solace. Remember, 
divorced people traditionally like to talk. They like to talk 
a lot. They also like to cry, rage and wallow. And they 

■ want you on their side. They tend to be very worried about 
how their friends will react. Even a card might help. If 
you don't make some effort, you may lose the friendship 
forever. 

Eventually, taking sides Is almost unavoidable, so don't 
avoid It. If you try to play Florence Nightingale to both. ' 
you'll take the fall : "How can you be friends with her afier 
what she did to me?' Or: (nonchalantly] >So, have you 
seen Ralph lately? Oh? How's he doing?' Sounds Innocent 
enough, but soon comes the entreaty to provide detailed 



-Intelligence reportsof the former spouse's activities,— 
especially personal hygiene or datlnghablts. Avoid at all - 
costs. 

Don't, don't, don't make a pass. Thalalwaysends 
badly. 

Do try to get the divorcing person's mind oft his or her 
troubles once in i while. A movie helps. (Not "Kramer Vs. 
Kramer." ) Talk about something else. After a while, you 
can petition for a respite from divorce news. and the 
divorcing party may welcome the breather. Remember, 
divorce often Is a public thing, and that can be wearisome. 
Even doormen get Involved. "They didn't know what to 
say." one woman recalls. "They kept calling me Mrs., but 
■ I could see that they knew something was golngon. When 
1 would walk Into my condominium with another man, my 
neighbors would get bug-eyed. You could see the gossip 
starting." 

Don't call once a month and expect to be brought up to 
date. It takes too much energy. Don't make stupid Jokes 
when you see a divorcing person wllh la date:,"rm going 
to tell your husband-wife on you, you naughty Ihlngl " 

DonH believe In the polite divorce, a great American 
fantasy. One couple threw a divorce party, billed as a

farewell luncheon, at an exclusive dub. After lunch, they 
opened IHeBar and thfin departed. Their guests were left 
to sip martinis and marvel at the clvliness of the whole 
thing. "But a week later," one guest recalls, "the whole 
thing broke down, and they spent two years in court." 

Do take a hint If one ofthe parties changes phone 
numbers and doesn't give it to you. 

Don't say, "I saw your kids yesterday, and they look 
great." 

Do take care when sending party Invitations. Needleaa 
to say. a divorcing couple may make exciting party 
guests, but who needs that kind of excitement? It Is better - 
to wait a reasonable period, at least six months, before ■ 
Inviting both, and then make sure the party Is large, not 
small. In any event, worn both parties. (Spilt shifts, 
where one spouse takes the early hours and the other 
' comesTate, can work, but only If both parties are 
punctual.) 

:> Don't affix blame. These things happen. Remind thb ■ 
dlvorclngparty that they have plenty of company: From 
January through November of 1980, 1,079,000 divorces 
were granted in the United States. . 
In the same period, 2,210,000 couples got married.

Changes still needed to reduce discrimination 
and pressure s of jobs, ho n)e and family/

More than SO percent of all American women between 
the ages of 16 and 65 work for pay. most of them because 
of economic necessity. 

But despite all the media publicity about new work 
opportunities for women, women in the lOaos are still 
defined as much by Iheir home responslblliliGS as by their 
paid Jobs. 

And despite the revolutionary Increase in the percent- 
age of women in the paid labor force, there has been no 
comparable revolution tn the kinds of Jobs women hold. 
The majorlly of women arc segregated In a small number 
of low-paying, low-status occupations with limited op- 
portunities for advancemcnl. 

The result Is that women workers today are struggling 
to make a llvf/rgjor-liulld-careers in a wortd Stlil^ 
dominated by traditional attitudes toward women and 
work. ■ 

A look back 

The truth Is, of course, that women have always 
worked. But the Identification of "work" with paid labor 
Is relatively recent. Throughout America's agricullural 
period, most of men's and women's work was an unpaid 
contribution to sustaining the family. 

■ However, the Industrial Revolution look "work" out of 
the home and deflnetHt by pay. At the turn of the century 
and until the late- 1930s, . the government defined 
"workers" as those In the paid labor market above age 6 
— later restricting it to those between the ages of 16 and 
65. This definition helped to obscure the general work 
contributions of women, which often were not forpay. 

However, it was really the definition of appropriate sex 
roles that effectively removed "women's work" from the 
definition of working. It was men who "worked" at, and 
were Judged by, paid Jobs. Being a succes^ul man - a

husband and a father — meant being a good economic 
provider. But regardless of whether or not- a women 
worked outside the home, being a successful woman 
meant being a good wife, mother and housekeeper. 

Fair or not, the responsibilities and roles were clear: 
managing the needs of home and family was not "work;'* 
being on a paid Job was. Thus one hears, "My grandfa^ 
thcrs were farmers, my father Is a lawyer, but none of the 
women In my family has ever worked.'' 

Women workers today 

Even under this restricted definition of "work,'* 
women's roles have changed greatly, over the past several 
generations. In large part because of Increased life 
expectancy and changing economic and social patterns. 

Today, more women work for pay (or longer periods of 
^ym^ethaQjeUisja^tj... 

• In 1900, the average life expectancy was less than 50 
years, most of them occupled.wlth going to school or with - 
childbeartng. A woman spent an average of only sbc years 
In the paid market. Today, when the average woman lives 
past 75, she spends over 25 years in paid work. 

• In 1928, the average woman worker was 28. single, and 
a high school graduate. Today she Is 36. married, and the 
more education she has, the more likely she is to be 
working for pay. 

■ From 1950 to 1975. 11.5 million married women 
entered the labor force, and the number of working 
mothers has Increased nine times slncei940. _ 



• By the end of the 1980s, it is expected that close to 70 
percent of all women will be working. 

Most women have entered the paid labor force for the 
same reasons as men: they need the money. Almost 45 
percent of all women "workers" In 1979 were single heads 
of household - a reflection of later marriages and tin fact 
that one out of three marriages today ends In divorce. And .

A warning by the U.S. Surgeon General that 
cigarette smoking Is dangerous to your health' Is a 
good reason for any worker to stop smoking. 

But there Is a more potent incentive that business 
-^Isnagers-arrtaklng-a'good^h8^d,-eles^elr-lHk~ 
at: A recent study shows that a ban on smoking in 
the workplace could save employers an average of 
94,789 a year for each employee who smokes. 

Thesurvey Is based on research by William Wcls, 
associate business professor at Seattle (Wash.) 
University. Wels, who has a doctorate In business, 
studied Just how ihuch an employee who smokes 
costs the employer. 
■"■■The $4,789-ftgure is ■Ihe^'aVcrage amount,- the' 
researchers say, that employers lose annually for 
each employee who is allowed to smoke on the Job. 

"1 can't guarantee that each employer will save 
that specific amount, but I will promise that 
personnel costs will be reduced," says Wels In a 
recent article In Management Worid magazine.

smoke, overall office productivity is Increased, His 
findings also indicate that businesses can expect to 
accomplish the same amount of work with lo 
percent fewer employees, provided the reamlnlng 
employees do not smoke. 

The researchers say money is Jost to business 
from smoking employees because of additional 



that smoking employees influence. In a plant or 
office, of non-smokers only, Insurance rates go 
down for fire, accident and disability. Once a 
company becomes "smoke-free," insurance rates, 
Including for health Insurance, can be slashed 
through renegotiation, the researchers said. 

Then there's the problem of "Involuntary smok- 
ing," There are real costs involved in the harm

more often than non-smokers, are absent more and 
take time at work to smoke. The researchers 
estimate that the highest loss 1b from on-thc-job- 
time lost and put the figure at J1.G20 for each 
smoker each year. 

There are other factors that many companies 
don't consider. Cleaning draperies and rugs, re- 
■ palrlng-bums In rugs and on' furniture,- InterAr 
window washing, sweeping and repainting are 
more frequent when employees smoke. Wllh 
non-smokers, the researchers say, deterioration of 
the property will decrease and so will overall 
depreciation. 

Health insurance Isn't the only type of insurance 



ment. This finding coincides with a study published 
In the New England Journal of Medicine, which 
found reduced lung capacity among non-smokers 
who worked for years In offices with smokers. 

In addition to saving money, the researchers soy 
smoking bans Improve employee morale. 

Here's how the $4,789 figure breaks down: 
Absenteelsih,- $220' for 'each' smoker annually; 
medical care, $230; morbidity and early mortahty 
lost earnings to the company, $765; Insurance, 
cxcludlnghealth,$90. 

Also, on-the-Job-tlme lost, $1,820; property dam- 
age and deprelclatlon, $500; maintenance, $500; 
and Involuntary smoking, $664.

Anthropologist's worry: 
we'll be buried in junk 



PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) 
The next time you drop a piece of 
litter on the street, consider this 
sobering thought: Modem man Is 
burying himself in his own 
garbage. 

—Anthropology— professor- E;- 
Plerre Morcnon calls It noteworthy 
that "the last century has resulted 
in the accumulalion of nearly 40 
times the amount of refuse pro-,, 
duced In the preceding 5,000 years. 

"The rate of growth" he says, 
"Is Just astronomical." 

Morenon, a Rhode Island College 
anthropology^ and-geography- ln-^ 
structor, based his. conclusion on 
artifacts — arrowheads, shoe 
leather, glass, concrete and Just 
plain Junk — dredged up from 
various digs In Rhode Island. 

However, modern man's docu- 
mented sloppiness may be more a 
matter of mathematics than 
manners, Morenon says. There are 
a lot more people now with an ' 
increasing amount of 
overpackaged consumer goods to 
dispose of. 

Counter to the nollon that native 
Americans and early settlers clung 
dearly to their possessions, he says 
they were Just as prone to blithely 
toss out a perfectly good arrow- 
head or pot. 

"You really get a sense of the 
nativeAmericanJustllvlnglntheIr - 
own refuse," Morenon says. 
Finished tools and newly honed 
arrowheads cluttered the typical 
Indian encampmeni7~'~ 
■• "Our ancestors, they'd Just 
-throw a wom-pot-out the- back- 
window. They Just scattered their 
refuse out their windows end back 
doors." 



Despite today's garbage pickups 
and landfills, Morenon says, 
"we're still leaving our mark on 
the land. We're stlU finding where 
people had their lolllpc^ and their 
cigarettes. We Just can't control It 
all:" 

Morenon's findings are based on 
randomly selected digs last year at 
various sites In a lOO-square mile 
area' of the state. The garbage, 
carefully dated and separated by 
date, presents a graphic picture of 
man's wasteful ways. During the , 
past 100 years, Morenon estimates 
man deposited over 400,000 pieces -- 
of debris on the average acre of 
land. 

Compare that figure to 1,600 
pieces dated from 1630 to 1900 
found on or under the average acre 
of land, and the ise pieces from 
2000 B.C. to 16.10 A.D. 

The locations for the digs ranged 
from landfills to parking lots, 
homeowners' backyards to salt 
marshes, fields to woods. 

Purpose of the excavations was 
to determine how Intensively Indi- 
ans and early historic settlors had 
made use of the region. They also 
wanted to see how well-preserved 
the archaeoto^cal record held up . 
to rapid urbanization. 

Surprisingly, early artifacts' 
often were discovered tn the most 
developed sections, "suggesting 
that Indians in the past preferred 
the same locations as we do," 
Mdrenonsafd: '"T^ 

The pick-and-shovel teams un- 
covered plenty-of-archaeologlcal- 
gems not far from fast food em- 
poriums and under the path of 
suburban sprawl.-

Surgery detemmedrbpobstmction

DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
enlargment of the prostate gland and 
would like answers to a few questions. 

Is it necessary to have the entire 
prostate removed or a part? Is there 
any treatment for this? Where Is the 
•jnclsion made? IfTcmoved, will that 
^iffect my sex life? I am 70 years old. 
■ DEAR READER - The first point 
io be settled Is whether a man needs a 
prostate operation at all or not. 

Most men do develop prostate 
enlargment if they live long enough. 
Unfortunately the prostate surrounds 
the urethra, which drains the bladder, 
like a donut. As the prostate enlarges 
It-squeezes down on the urethral tube 
(hole In the donut) that drains the 
bladder. 

' That means the bladder may npt 
tsmpty properly. This causes the man 

- to go to the bathroom frequently 
because of a continued sensation of a 

—need to empty the bladder: 
' Because of the obstruction he may 
pass a small amount of urtnc and have 
difficulty starting and stopping the 
stream. The stream may be small. 
A decision to operate depends upon 

■ the degree of obstruction. The greater 
the obstruction the greater the need to 
remove the obstruction.

No. 15-6, Prostate Gland Problems, 
which will explain this In more detail 
to you.

If the enlargement Is not too great, 
a common pracedure is the TUR — 
which means a rod is passed through 
the opening In the penis and the inside 
of the prostate gland is removed, 
eliminating the obstruction and 
permitting normal drainage. ,. 

If the gland Is too large or there arc 
other complications an incision may 
be made just above the pubic bone 
and the gland surgically removed. 
Less.commonly lh^incisioln Is made 
jiist In front of the rectum and the 
gland removed that way. 

With all of these procedures, after 
surgery .an orgasm flows backward 
Into the bladder rather than forward 
as usyal. The TUR procedure does not 
usually prevent a man from'returhlng 
to an active sex life. 

With the other procedures It de- 
pends a lot on how extensive the 
resection must be and what nerves lo 
the area must be Interrupted during 
surgery. 

DEAR-DR-LAMB - I have threei- 
grandchlldren who crack their 
knuckles all the time and I am wor-- 



Tied about them. 

. They snap their knuckles in their 
hands and their neclc and back. They 
have headaches and one had back 
trouble. So many young people are 
doing this and I know it isn't supposed 
to be done. 
, . DEAR READER - Grandmothers 
who can't stand the sound of cracking 
knuckles are not going lo like this 
reply. There is no good evidence that 
knuckle popping Is harmful. 

Several years ago Dr. Robert L. 
Swenzey, then in rehabilitation medi- 
cine at the University of California, 
and his knuckle popping son did a 
survey. In older people who had t>ccn 
knuckle cracking there was actually 
less arthritis than in non-knuckle 
crackers. And as Dr. Swenzey pointed 
out, the knuckles that are popped are 
not the ones that are usually involved 
in ostcrarthrttls. 

While it is commonly believed that 
knuckle cracking is somehow bad, the 
chief danger seems to be of mayhem 
fromra thorougJdy.frustrated parent, 
grandparent or roommate. 

DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 am a 23- 
year-old healthy female. I am very 
Interested In taking vitamins each 
day as I believe they are essential to 
good health. 

"My problem is I really don't know" 
what to take or how many. Whenever 
I go Into a health food store I don't 



really tnisl a salesperson's advice. 
What should 1 do? 

DEAR READER - If you are 
healthy, as you say you are, you must 
already be doing something right. 
And you arc already taking vitamins. 
They may not come in a bottle and 
cost a premium price, but they come 
In the food you eat (which isn't cheap 
either these days). 

The tiest place in the worid to get 
the basic quality of natural vitamins 
is In your food. Anyone who eats an 
adequate well-balanced diet of the 
four food groups (dairy, meat, bread 
and cereal, fruit and vegetables 
group), with sufficient variety In'ciach 
group, is getting the vitamins she 
needs. 

Of course, if a person is not eating a 
good diet for any reason, or has an 
illness that prevents the absorption of 
vitamins, then vitamin supplements 
arc In order. Young women in your 
age group often need extra iron, not 
extra vitamins.

Men rarely share equally In house- 
hold and family responsibilities. On 
the contrary, women spend approxi- 
mately four times as many hours os 
men in home and family work. And 
with the rising divorce rate, an in- 
creasing percentage of women have 
sole responsibilities for all home- 
based work. The burden of rcoring 
children today may help explain why 
the birth rate in the late 1970s was half 
that of 1937.

Today women "workers" are faced 
with complicated new questions — 
not. "Will I work?" but, "Where will I

Tradi- 
tionally,' a man could devote himself 
io establishing a career bec ause 
someone else - usually fiis wife — 
provided a comfortable home and 
managed the social arrangements 
necessary to success on. the Job, 
Without a "wife," women may find it 
dirricult to follow the traditional path 
to success. 

Answering today's critical ques- 
tions about women and work will 
necessitate radical changes in the 
definition of "men's work" as well as 
changes In work structures and social 
attitudes. Career counseling, new ed- 
ucation and tradinlng programs, 
part-time Jobs and flexible hours, and 
quality child care are only a few of the

Overall, there was no significant 
difference. The one small working 
group that did suffer more heart 
discasc'werc mothers of two or more 
children who were married to blue- 
collar husbands and worked in cleri- 
cal Jobs under unsupporllve bosses. 

"Employment per se Is not related 
to any Increased risk of coronary 
heart disease," said Dr. Suzanne 
Hayncs of the University of North 
Garoltna School of Public Health. 

Dr. Estelic Ramcy of Georgetown 
University School of Medicine in 
Washington, D.C, noted that a Met- 
, .ropolUan Life Insurance study of- 
■ women listed In- Who's Who found 
successful women, .cjcciudlng enter- 
tainers, outlived the average woman 
in society by 29 percent. . 

"I don't think women need to worry 
about success, except to gel 11," she 

■said.- 

. . A number of studies. Including that 
in Framlngham. suggest women have 
' some protective mechanism warding 
off heart disease during their re- 
productive years. New research has 
strengthened the belief that this pro- 
tection Is related to sex hormones. 

Work by Ramey suggests- that 
testosterone, the male sex hormone, 
causes an Increased production of a 
substance called thromboxane In 
males, particularly after the age of W. , 

Thromboxane Increases the ten- 
dency of platelets to form blood clots 
and may aid In the formation ol fatty 
deposits Inside artery walls. Both 
conditions can lead to heart attacks 
and strokes. "Malcness is a biological 
rigk factor," Ramcy quipped. 

In women,' evidence suggests 
estrogen, the major female sex 
hormone, may play a protective role. 
Animals experiments show the : 
hormone can reduce the size of fatty 
deposits on artery walls In females. 

However, Dr. MoysesSzklo of Johns 
— Hopkins-ooled-lhaL,cstrogcn-given-to- 
mcn or to women after menopause 
apparently gives no protection, 

Changing lifestyles have altered the 
_heailh risks ofwomen — ,often. but not 
always for the worse.

calls "Idaho soul food," draws factory 
workers and. railroaders, lawyers and 
investment brokers. 

The topics of noonday conversations 
at the restaurant can range from bean 
harvests to banking to broken love 
affairs. People crowd around plastic- 
topped tables and assume perches at^-, 
the counter, where a .ringside seat 
under fluorescent rods is the perfect 
place to see the Depot Grill scenario 
unfold. 

The players, be they cooks or cus- 
tomers, are there around the clock six 
days a week, and they put In ab- 
breviated stints on Sundays, as well. 

Leo Soran, 57, has watched the 
track-side restaurant flourish as a 
Shoshcnc Street landmark since he and 
tils brother bought It in 1959.

Soran, who continues to ply his gas- 
tronomic skills In the restaurant's 
kitchen, remembers his son, Steve." 
standing on a box to wash dishes. And 
one reason the food's quality Is consis- 
tent is the fact that hts 30-year-oId son, 
Tim. now the resident chef, began 
working at the cstat)llshmcnt as a 
ninth-grader.

Soran dines out regularly and thinks 
nothing of traveling vast distances to 
visit highly acclaimed restaurants. A 
bowl of soup is always part of tiis order, 
and he says his extensive tastings liavc 
revealed that the Depot Grill's home- 



pretty good. Where you make or lose 
money Is in how much food you waste." 

Taking a gamble on profit Is nothing 
new to Soran, who's plunged Into plenty 
of speculative ventures In hts lifetime: 

There was Leo's Golden Glow 
Chicken to Go, which he established In 
Twin F&lls in 1965, after balking at the 
cost of a national franchise for a 
chicken carry-out. The Golden Glow 
gambit folded after he determined Its 
success depended on his personal 
supervision, and there was no way he 
could man both the chicken operation 
and the Depot Grill. 

In some respects, Soran's inclination 
to take a running Jump at opportunity, 
iind his ability to land with both feet on 
the ground, Is the foundation of his 
years in the food-service business. 

He's been involved with an array of

For . Ifi years. Harper has 
operated the R and R Cafe in 
rented quarters across the street 
from the theater. He bouglil the 
building about four years ago, with 
visions of turning It into a restau- 
rant, but those plans were delayed 
when he suffered a heart attack. 

Since the advent of work this 
spring, crews have Installed a new 
roof, ripped up 700 theater chairs,

■Foreign students' will learn 
conversational English skills

WENDELL - Children of migranl 
workers who don't speak English will 
find attending school in Wendell a 
lUtlc easier now. 

Beginning last week, 28-ycar-old 
Marietta Reed of Hagcmian started 
tutoring 12 Spanish-speaking and 
Laotian students at Wendell Ele- 
mentary School. 

Principal Robert Keslcr says he 
decided lii August to Ihlflate'a mi- 
grant education program because 
eight Spanish-speaking students in his 
school cou ld function only on a limited 
—basis.— There— were-no-Spanish'- 
spcaking Instructors. 

"If they arc going to be In the 
United Slates, we need to teach them 
how to communicate better in* our 
society," Kesler says. "They were 
picking up what they could by talking 
to other students and being In a 
conventional classroom, but we in* 
tend to speed that process up." 
' And on Oct. J, Keslcr received a call 
from Shcrl Toolsoh, a representative 
of the Migrant Education Resource 
Centcr'at the College of Southern 
Idaho, who told him he would bo 
receiving four Laotian students within 
two weeks. 

: But the students had to wait to start 
.school until a tutor was chosen from 
among IS candidates, he says. The 
four Laotian students began school 
Monday. 

:The new students, all from one 
fptnlly and unable to speak E:ngllsh, 
are under the supervision of Reed. 

According to Keslcr, the Laotians, 
who range In age from 6 to IS, are 
adjusting well, have learned many 
basic words and have been readily 
accepted socially. 

"The Iclds here In Wendell are very - 
hclpfiil and friendly," he says. "It's* 
really working out pretty well, I feel." 
: Keslcr says the school decided to 
hire Reed because she holds a 
bachelor's degree in linguistics from 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles, and she also speaks four 
languages, tncludlngSpanish, 



Reed says that most of the students 
have been trained to write the English 
BiphatKt In their own countries, but 
they haven't learned, conversational 
skills. 

"We need to teach them practical, 
everyday speech so they can survive 
better," she says. "I want to help 
make lite here easier for them 
socially." 

To qualify for the program; Keslcr 
says the students' parents must either 
be migrant workers in agricuiturc- 
rel&ted fields or be employed by a fish 
hatchery. 

. Stud ents of any race_wlli_be_ac-„- 

cepted, but Kesler says they must not 
. have lived In the area for more than 

five years. 

None of the studen ts presently 

-enrolled in the program fiave lived-in- 

the United States for more than three 

years. 

"We are trying to concentrate on 
the ones that have been here a year or 
ress,"hesaid. 

Kesler says that Reed tutors the 
students Individually during most of 
the day, and then holds a special class 
in the afternoons for students whose 
first language Isn't English. 

Although most students attend the 
elementary school, Kesler says that 
two students are brought in from the 
Junior high school for the afternoon 
class. 

Reed says she spends the entire 
class period working to reinforce 
students' basic communication skills. 

"We do a lot of drills," she says. "I. 
say a word, and then they repeat it. 
This way, I'm able to help them with 
phonetics. It really helps t>ccausc 
mouth positions and pronunciation In 
Ihcir languages are totally different." 

Kesler says the school has been 
loaned supplies for the program by 
the Southeast Idaho Migrant Educa- 
tion Resource Center In Rupert. 

"I guess you could say they are our 
-pairnt-company^' Kesler says.-^ — ~-~ 

The organization donated lO cases 
of puzzles and more than 1,500 other 
items, which Include books and 
games. 

Kesler says the items are used as 
prizes to offer the students an incen- 
tive for achievement,

R obot helps.police promote bicycle safety tips to students

whistling and cheering Thursday morning when 
a $7,000 talking robot emerged from a closet in 
the auditorium of the Wendell Elementary 
School. 

Representatives from the Twin Fails and 
Wendell police departments brought the robot, 
supplied by the Twin Falls Coca-Cola Bottling 
Co., with them to participate in a 45-mlnutc 
bicycle-safety lecture. 

"We thought it would be an attention-gelter,:;. 
said Jim Mlldoh, a Twin Falls traffic safety 
officer. 

The robot, similar to R2-D2 of "Star Wars" 



fame, was operated by remote control from a 
room near the gymnasium. It told the students 
how to avoid accidents by checking traffic In all 
directions. 

While talking, the robot spun its head around 
in a Gircle.as.ah.exampic of how.to look for cars. 

Miidon also told the students to use reflectors 
so bicycles can be seen at night, to ride on the 
right side of the road, to use hand signals and to 
keep Ihcir bikes In a safe condition. 

The robot aided the discussion by responding 
to questions from both Miidon and the students. 
It lit up and beeped agreement when the group 
gave correct answers. 

Principal flobcrt Keslcr said using a rx)ho\ for 
_ visual aid enhances ajcamlng experience for 
~ grade-school students. 

"Those kids really paid close attention once It 
came out of the closet," he said. "The kids Just 



loved It. They thought that was the neatest thing 
ever." 

Because a lot of students ride bicycles to 
school, Kesler said he decided to hold the 
assembly to update and refresh the students on 
safety standards. 

' City police saythey have had problems wiih 
elementary students chasing fire trucks and 
riding on the wrong side of the road. 

"We want topremole public safety," said Ed 
B'acr, a Wendell police officer. "Idaho Street, 
that runs right out In front of the school here, is a 
pretty major street, and what these kids have 
becndoinglsn'tsafe." 

The schools In Twin Falls received the same 
prescntotlon last year, according to Tim Jones, 
the operator of the robot. 

"We did one school a day until we got them 
&U,"hesaid.

Tide's surprising passing keys Bear's 314th victory, 31-16 




UNIVERSITY.PAHICJ'a. (UPI) - 
The huge feat of tying college foot- 
ball's most treasured record was a 
tribute, to the ability of 68-year-old 
Paul "Bear" Bryant to remain un- 
predictable. 

Sixth-ranked Alabama look the 
wraps off Its passing attack Saturday 
and buried No. 5 Pcnn State, 31-16, to 
give Bryant his 3l4th career coaching 
victory, matching the mark set by the 
legendary Amos Alonzo Slagg. 

Bryant, whose mi team is 8-1-1, 
can break the record on Nov. 28 in 
Alabama's regular season finale 
against Auburn. 

. Waiter Lewis, who had thrown 47 of 
the Crimson Tide's 87 passes going 
Into the game, shocked the Pcnn state 
secondary with two first-half 
touchdown' passes'and set' up'a f leld - 
goal with another long strike. He 
finished 6 of 10 for 167 yards as the 



Tide rolled up 469 -yards in total 
offense, 190 through the air. 

Alabama scored 17 points — 14 off 
Penn Slate turnovers — to take a 24-3 
halftlme lead and the outcome was 
seldom in doubt after that. 

"I think we beat a good football 
team," Bryant said. "We're happy to 
get out of here with a win. I thought 
wc played as well as we could play. 
We played over our heads in the first 
half. That's a little better than we're 
capable of playing." 

Of the Tide's passing attack, Bryant 
said simply, ''Normally the defense 
dictates what we do.." 

The Penn State secondary usually 
relied on one-on-onc coverage as they 
grouped to slop Alabama's wishbone 
attack. Lewis said that was the reason 
the Crimson Tide putjhe ball up. 

"They dld-a- lot" of ■ things-that~ 
allowed us to throw," said Lewis, a 
sophomore who shares playing time 



with two other quarterbacks. "We did 
pretty good throwing off the 
wishbone. I was surprised it was 24-3 
at halftlme, but our offensive line 
blocked well and receivers were 
open." 

Lewis hit sophomore split end 
Jessie Bendross with scoring passes 
of 37 and 3 yards.
